Washington. — Every four years, or 


at the outside every eight years, there 
is a heavy pilgrimage to the home of 
the President-elect by the Democrats 
or by the .Republicans. This year is 
no exception to the rule, and Washing- 
ton is watching with mingled interest 
and amusement the going forth of the 
pilgrims to the shrine of the incoming 
one at Marion. 


If the pilgrims of the past were to 


be believed, and if the pilgrims of the 
present are to be believed. Presidents- 
elect of the United States are the 
greatest promise makers in the world, 
and likewise if there Is a thought that 
the promises are to be fulfilled they 
must have memories which are like 
the proverbial ones of the men whose 
minds are like wax to receive impres- 
sions and like marble to retain them. 


"The wish is father to the thought" 


la a saying as old as that which has 
to do with impressionable and retain- 
ing mentalities. 
Washington believes 


that in nine cases out of ten the pil- 
grims who come away from Marion 
thinking and saying that "things are 
to be thus and so" in almost every, 
case are persons to whom "the wish 
Is father to the thought" 


To go no further back than 1896, 


William McKinley met the pilgrims 
face To face and talked with them 
and, if they were to be believed, prom- 
ised them many things. . Woodrow 
Wilson in 1913 met thousands of those 
whose steps were New Jerseyward 
bent. 
Washington in the past -heard 


the same tales then concerning the 
certain accomplishment of this thing 
or that thing, and of the promises 
that had been made on this matter or 
that matter, or on the appointment of 
this man or that man. 


Skeptical About Promises. 


Today in Marion the scenes of oth- 


er days are . belngv. re-enacted and 
Washington statesmanship and near 
statesmanship looks on smilingly and 
under breath speaks of the day when 
the pilgrims" are' to wake up and to 
get a somewhat sharp sense of disil- 
hislonruent. 


All the old Washington politicians 


sny that no President-elect ever makes 
n direct promise until just before lie 
ceo drop the "elect" and write his 
name with the prefix President. At a 
town in Ohio today, as ni a town in 
New Jersey in 1913, there are arriv- 
ing day by day politicians who know 
what they . want, doctrinaires 
who

•what they want but probably don't.

He bas a hundred po- 
tential critics every day. He must 
know the statug of every p«ruon who 
calls at the White House, rnnst know 
what he or she wants and whether or 
not the errand of the visitor is of suf- 
ficient Importance to require that the 
President should be seen personally 
by the caller. Everybody who goes to 
the White House wants to see the 
President, and therefore It Is easy 
enough to see how tactful a secretary 
must be when It Is necessary that he 
shall turn the visitor away with his 
wish ungratlfied.

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EXTRA FEED FATTENS CATTLE 


Cottonseed 
Cake as Supplement to 


Summer Pasture Increases Mate- 


rially Rate of Gains. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Feeding cottonseed cake to steers as 


a supplement to summer pasture in- 


j creases materially the rate of gains 
; inade by the animals, cau&es them to 
finish more quickly and take on a high- 
er degree of finish, and increases the 
mnruin between the bu.\ing and selling 
prices, specialists of the United States 
department oi agriculture say in Bul- 
letin 777, ju^t published by tbe depart- 
ment. The bulletin i«s a report of ex- j 
periments in fattening bteer.s on sum- 
mer pasture conducted co-opetatively 
by the department and the Alabama 
experiment station in 1912 and 1913, 
and the Mississippi experiment station 
In 1915 and 1916. 


All the experiments were carried out 


under actual and typical farm condi- 
tions. Consequently the results may 
be applied directly in manj icgious to 
the management and feeding of cattle 
on pasture. 
In 
each 
experiment, 


groups of steers were kept on pas- 
ture alone; on pasture with a supple- 
mentary feed of one-half corn chop and 
one-half cottonseed cake; and on pas- 
ture with a supplementary feed of cot- 
tonseed cake 
The average daily gains 


for each animal, which may be consid- 
ered the most valuable standard in 
judging the efficiency of rations, were 
1.49 pound's for the steers getting pas- | 
ture only; 1.S3 pounds for the ^teers 
getting cottonseed cake w ith pasture: 
and 1.53 pounds for those on pasture 
supplemented by the mixture of cake 
and corn chop. 


The initial cost of the steers per 100 


pounds of the three groups was the 
same for any one year, but in each 
case the steers on pasture alone sold 
for a low er price 
The margins be- 


tween the bujing and selling prices of 
the cattle weie always i 
favor of 


those which were fed supplements with 
their pastures. 
The margins aver- 


aged less than 25 cents a hundred 
pounds for the steers on pasture alone,
